lean person of color, who has been 
quite a frequent offender with the 
police, this morning appealed to the 
court to give him the privilege of 
leaving town for thirty years but Bud 
was informed that he couldn't 
be 


spared, and he was given six months 
in jail and fined $101 and costs. The 
charge was for violating the Mapp act 
for the third time. Bud was arrested 
with about two gallons of amber col- j 
ored fluid, which gave out the odor of 
whisky. 
He was arraigned. When 


his time came for a. statement he 
had but one thing to say. "Just give 
me one more chance. Give me thir- 
ty years to stay away from town," he 
pleaded. "Six months and $101," was 
the answer the negro got. He plead- 
ed again and made reference to a 
former case in which a notorious 
character was given the preference of 
staying away from Danville- for thirty 
years or serve the term. 
''The pen- 


alty stands, we can't spare you Bud," 
and the case was closed. 


Frank Baker, also colored, and of 


about the same stature went Bud 
one better, when he offered to leave 
town for good if he would be let off 
again. Baker had been tried for be- 
ing drunk on the street and swore 
with his hand raised that he hadn't 
touched a drop but officers stated that 
he was "good and drunk." Later on,

The revolu- 
tion had destroyed the old feeling of

priationi and wisely refrained from 
attempting it. it was quite natural 
for the "bourgeoisie" to take alarm 
and endeavor to cave their property 
from confiscation. 
The second obstacle was the exor- 


bitant demands upon Germany in the 
Versailes treaty, which, lor the first 
time in history, imposed a, war indem- 
nity of indefinite amount, and thereby 
inevitably paralyzed 
the 
efforts of 
Germany to rehah.ilita.te her finances. 
From the day the Peace of Versailles 
was signed, every German felt that 
he performed a patriotic duty when 
h* evaded taxes. 
The average producer of indispens- 


able commodities, whether 
factory 


products or agricultural products, and 
the man who performed indispensable 
economic services, were not 
imme- 


diately injured by the rising price- 
level. The cost of the change was 
borne by holders of securities, by the 
"professional classes, ?"d by owners of 
improved real estate, t pecially tene- 
ments- In order to keep the working 
classes contented, tha price of grain 
was artificially kept down. Th« same 
policy was pursued in case of rents. 
Since rent forms one of the principal 
hem* :n the -worker's budget, this 
restriction enabled wage-earners 
to 
carry on. In the end both these arti- 
ficial limitations of the effects of in- 
flation rebounded to the anx'antage of 
manufacturers, by checking the rise

Our great assurance at home 
lies in an Intelligent, resolute peo- 
ple, In a land unraragcd by war, 
at enmity with no people, envy- 
Ing none, coveting nothing, geek* 
ing no territory, striving for no 
glories which do not become a 
righteous nation. 
If there is one thing hi my 
heart more than another it is that 
at the end of the coming admin- 
istration there remains the Amer- 
ica we inherited from the fathers 
without the surrender of a single 
part. I only -wish for our Amer- 
ica a soul truly American. 
I know there is not a man or a 


woman who does not rejoice in 
American solidarity and who does 
not want it preserved. 


We crave fraternity. We wish 
amicable relations everywhere, we 
offer peace and choose to pro- 
mote it, bet we demand our free- 
dom and our own America. I be- 
lieve an America, eminent on the 
seas, respected in every avenue of 
trade, will be safer at home and 
greater in Influence throughout 
the xvorld. 


I like to think of an America 
whose citizens are ever seeking 
the greater development and in- 
fluence of the republic, and I like 
to think of a government -Jihich 
protects its citizens everywhere 
they so on a lawful mission—e\- 
eryv.bere under the shining sun. 


There is a new world rt-lation- 
ship and when the next adminis- 
tration comes into power we're 
going to play our part. We're go- 
ing to ask for nations associated 
together in justice; T>ut it must be 
an association which surrenders 
nothing of American freedom.

Rev. James M. Shelburnc, D. 


D , pastor of tho first Baptist church 
gave a thoughtful survey of his life 
dwelling particularly upon its relig- 
ious aspects. Dr. Shelburne said that 
he thought the President had 
be- n 


very fortunate in his choice of life 
work—that of newspaper publisher, 
pointing out that In this way he was 
in close contact with 
the 
different 


lines of thought throughout the na- 
tion. He said also that Mr. Harding 
had been wise In cultivating the minds 
of men beyond him in years and in 
experience. There were elements, he 
said, in Presidnt Hardlng's character 
of distinct religious valu°. the philo- 
sophic attitude of his mind resulting 
in splendid selfcontrol together with 
his brotherly consideration of the peo- 
ple, these combining to jnake him

loveable and approachable man. 
Dr. 


Shelburne also made reference to the 
fact that his cabinet was more unified 
than the cabinets of other presidents 


and that ho submitted to the views o£ 
his confreres In national affairs and 
showe<] a disposition to profit by their 
counsels. The fact that he Invited the 
vice president to take part in these 
councils was Indicative of that spirit, 
ho said. A tribute was paid also to 
what the minister described as an- 
other striking characteristic, that of 
deep personal courage. He expressed, 
himself on subjects close to his heart 
when there -was no compelling neces- 
sity for him to Jo so and showed a 
simple and abiding faith.

THE EUPORJANCE OF SATISFACTORY SEAMS 


Jeams, as v.e hav&.shown, are of first importance in making a satis- 


factory lining. They are equally important in the frock itself. Unless 
designed to be part of the trimming or decoration of a garment they 
should be as inconspicuous as possible, and the kind employed should 
be dependent on the weight and transparency of the material 


For organdie, batiste, voile atad other fine cotton materials, thi 


narrow French seam is most satisfactory as all raw edges are enclosed, 
a necessity with transparent and was'i materials 
A picot seam made 


by cutting- through the center of machine hemstitching which replaces 
the ordinary machine stitching of a seam, is good for such materials as 
chiffon and georgette if don? by an expert operator. 
A rolled and 


whipped seam is very satisfactory for such materials. 


Satin, crepe, serge, t-aeed and other similar £}lk and wool fabrics 


require a very fiat seam. 
The one most generally used is the plain 


seam, the raw edges of which .are protected in one of several satisfactory 
Strays. After stitching, the plain seam is pressed open, and the raw edges 
fcound with silk seam binding sewn on with running stitches, overcasted. 
or pinked, the last m«tho4 being used only for cloth which frays but 
slightly. For silk the raw edge may be turned back slightly and a row 
of running stitches placed near the folded edge. 


All seams should be well pressed after stitching and again after 


flinishing
